The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: In addition to 
the remarks of record (such the 1 1/20/06 remarks), the cited prior art fails to teach or 
suggest an avidin moiety immobilized by chemical bonding to the sample presenting 
surface of a laser desorption/ionization mass spectrometry probe. Additionally, with 
respect to claims 81-109, the cited prior art fails to teach or suggest the claimed laser 
desorption/ionization mass spectrometry method or mass spectrometry apparatus 
comprising a probe with a sample presenting surface and a moiety the binds to biotin. 
Finally, with respect to new claims 110-1 14, the cited prior art fails to teach or 
anticipated a laser desorption/ionization mass spectrometry probe consisting essentially 
of a sample presenting surface and a moiety the binds to biotin.
